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THE  DUCK  FEATHER  KING 


Some  23  years  ago  Tattersall’s 
member  Keith  Hyland  had  been  down 
Vietnam’s  Mekong  Delta  and  was 
amazed  at  the  number  of  ducks  he  had 
seen. 

“I’m  going  to  come  here  and  set  up 
a  duck-feather  factory”  he  said. 

He  did  just  that  and  soon  he  had  his 
duck-feather  factory  going  full  steam 
in  a  warehouse  in  Cholon. 

Within  six  years  duck  feathers  rated 
next  to  rubber  as  South  Vietnam’s 
principal  export,  and  Keith  was  really 
in  business. 

The  United  States  and  Europe 
were  good  customers. 

On  a  skiing  trip  to  Japan,  Keith 
was  dismayed  with  the  rice-husk 
pillow  he  found  in  the  ski  lodge  and 
the  quality  of  the  eiderdown  on  his 
bed. 

So  he  set  to  work  to  persuade  the 
Japanese  that  Vietnamese  duck 
feathers  were  what  they  needed.  The 
Japanese  thought  his  feathers  were 
duck  soup. 

Millions  of  Mekong  Delta  ducks 
today  keep  the  Japanese  warmer  in 
bed  that  they  have  ever  been  before. 

Disaster  finally  seemed  to  have 
overtaken  the  duck  feather  enterprise 
when  the  Vietcong  and  North  Viet¬ 
namese  invaded  Saigon  during  the 
1968  Tet  offensive. 

Keith  left  his  apartment  in  central 
Saigon  to  go  down  to  the  factory  in 


Cholon  in  search  of  his  sister. 

Nothing  happened  to  his  sister 
but  Keith  disappeared.  He  was  taken 
prisoner  and  led  by  his  captors  west  to 
the  Cambodian  border,  kept  in  a 
cage,  abominably  treated  and  inter¬ 
rogated  endlessly. 

In  failing  health  and  clearly  not  far 
from  death,  he  was  finally  released. 

His  period  in  captivity  had  done 
nothing  to  destroy  his  plans  for  South 
Vietnam,  and  back  he  went  to  expand 
into  the  timber  business  and  to  his 
now  highly  modernized  duck  feather 
factory. 

Keith’s  plywood  factory,  specialis¬ 


ing  in  high  quality  veneers  from 
Vietnam’s  superb  timber  stands  com¬ 
manded  a  fine  market  in  Australia. 

Then  came  the  North  Vietnamese 
New  Year  offensive  and  Keith  lost 
access  to  his  timber  resources  and  the 
plywood  factory  closed. 

But  the  South  Vietnamese  went  on 
eating  ducks  —  30,000  to  40,000  a 
day  —  and  the  feathers  continued  to 
pour  into  Saigon. 

Now  Keith  is  back  in  business  in 
Bangkok  and  we  look  forward  to  him 
visiting  Tattersall’s  en  route  to  his 
annual  skiing  holiday  at  Falls  Creek 
later  in  the  year.

DEATH  OF  SIR  ELTON,  THE  QUIET  MAN  OF  COMMERCE 

Sir  Elton  Griffin,  who  joined  Tattersall’s  Club  in  1963,  a  commercial  leader 
who  abhorred  personal  publicity  but  who  powerfully  influenced  Australian 
business,  died  in  Sydney  aged  69. 

Sir  Elton,  who  was  knighted  in  1970,  had  such  an  aversion  to  public  promin¬ 
ence  that  his  notice  in  Who’s  Who  in  Australia  took  up  only  four  lines. 

A  newspaper  described  him  at  the  height  of  his  career  in  1964,  as  the  “most 
unphotographed  man  in  Australian  business”,  although  he  had  organised  and 
directed  some  of  the  most  successful  business  stories  in  the  1950’s  and  1960’s. 

In  the  centre  of  those  activities  was  Boral  Ltd.,  of  which  Sir  Elton  became  a 
director  at  its  formation  as  Bitumen  and  Oil  Refineries  (Australia)  Ltd.  in  1946. 
He  eventually  became  managing  director  of  a  vastly  expanded  Boral  and  Petro¬ 
chemicals  Holdings  Ltd. 

Sir  EltQn  achieved  commercial  prominence  largely  by  the  development  of  the 
refining  industries  and  as  a  director  of  several  shipping  companies  he  did  much 
to  promote  the  container-cargo  trade. 

Born  in  1906,  he  attended  Sydney  Grammar  School.  He  became  a  chartered 
accountant  and  then  a  partner  in  the  prominent  Sydney  stockbrokers,  Charles  H. 
Smith  and  Co. 

He  left  that  company  and  his  accountancy  practice  in  1940  to  take  charge  of 
the  Bitumen  Oil  Co.  which  at  that  time  had  $1,200,000  overdraft. 

Sir  Elton  was  appointed  general  manager  of  Boral  in  its  early  years. 

In  1950  he  had  a  leading  role  in  a  power  struggle  with  Caltex,  than  a  40% 
shareholder  in  Boral. 

The  outcome  was  a  redistribution  of  profits  in  favour  of  Boral ’s  Australian 
shareholders  and,  by  means  of  takeovers,  a  reduced  Caltex  equity  in  the  company. 

Under  his  direction,  Boral  developed  from  a  small  company  selling  only 
bitumen  into  a  $120  million  interstate  building  materials,  road  surfacing  and  gas 
organisation  in  1973,  when  he  retired  as  managing  director.

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Tony  Murphy  Tells 

A.J.  (Tony)  Murphy  now  retired  and  late  Deputy  Chairman  of 
Directors  of  Bruce  Pie  &  Sons  Pty.  Ltd.  well  known  Queensland  based 
company  has  an  interesting  story  of  the  company’s  origin  and 
progress. 

Few  people  in  our  midst  today  realize  it  was  not  so  many  years  ago, 
(only  the  early  1 920's)  that  Australia  was  importing  most  of  its 
underwear,  apparel  requirements  and  general  merchandise. 


Possibly  the  largest  world  wide 
company  with  branch  offices  in  all 
capital  cities  in  Australia  was  Harrisons 
Ramsay  Pty.  Ltd. 

Tony  began  with  Harrisons  Ramsay 
as  an  apprentice  Tea  Taster,  but  after 
two  years  this  department  was  closed 
and  he  was  then  transferred  over  to 
the  Textiles  section. 

At  the  early  age  of  twenty  he  was 
appointed  branch  manager  of  this 
department  and  became  a  very  good 
friend  of  the  young  Melbourne  man, 
Bruce  Pie,  who  had  been  transferred 
to  Brisbane  Branch  as  manager  of  the 
General  Merchandise  and  Grocery 
sections. 

In  1928  the  start  of  the  big  de¬ 
pression  period,  Bruce  Pie  married  a 
Brisbane  girl  and  decided  to  start 
out  on  his  own  account  and  invited 
Tony  to  join  him  as  a  partner. 

A  small  basement  room  for  25/- 
per  week  was  rented  and  a  £4  second 
hand  typewriter  secured. 

Then  a  typist  plus  a  message  boy 
and  the  Bruce  Pie  Co.  started  oper¬ 
ating  as  Manufacturers’  Represent¬ 
atives. 

After  three  years  the  staff  had 
grown  to  twelve  and  they  started  a 
small  knitting  mill  in  Brisbane. 

Thus  began  Queensland  Textile 
Co.  Ltd. 

In  1933  it  was  decided  to  open  a 
Sydney  office  and  Tony  was  made 
responsible  for  the  selling  of  their 
products  and  commenced  business 
from  Cairns  to  Perth. 

Next  was  to  a  bedding  manu¬ 
facturing  business. 

At  this  period  the  staff  reached  the 
300  mark. 

Tony  enlisted  in  the  7th  Division 
in  World  War  11  and  spent  some  time 
in  active  service  overseas. 

On  his  discharge  from  the  Army  he 
re-joined  the  old  Company  and  this 


was  the  beginning  of  the  combination 
of  all  the  manufacturing  sections  into 
a  public  company  Bruce  Pie  Industries 
Ltd.  with  a  paid-up  capital  of 
£675,000. 

Further  progress  ensued  and  during 
1960  the  staff  had  grown  to  just  over 
1000  employees. 

Over  the  years  from  1936  Tony 


had  made  several  overseas  trips, 
locating  and  buying  modern  machines 
resulting  in  the  Company’s  products 
being  of  world  class. 

In  1962  Bruce  Pie  was  making  a 
business  visit  to  Sydney  and 
Melbourne  when  tragedy  struck. 

Bruce  had  pushed  himself  very 
hard  and  had  become  a  prominent 
politician  and  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  in  Queensland. 

He  was  for  many  years  a  member 
of  Sydney  Tattersall’s  Club  and  had 
always  used  the  Club  accommodation 
on  his  regular  visits. 

This  time  Tony  had  arranged  to 
pick  him  up  and  drive  him  out  to 
Mascot  for  the  Melbourne  plane. 

What  a  shock  when  Tony  found 
Bruce  dead  in  his  bed  —  light  still  on  — 
plus  his  glasses  and  holding  the  book 
he  had  been  reading,  the  result  of  a 
heart  attack. 

Over  the  years  they  had  become 
as  close  as  brothers  and  in  1963 
Tony  decided  to  sell  out  all  his  interest 
in  the  old  company.  Eventually  Felt 
and  Textiles  Industries  Ltd.  made  a 
takeover  offer  for  the  public  company. 
The  old  private  company  is  still 
flourishing  in  Brisbane  being  con¬ 
trolled  by  Bruce’s  two  sons  Bruce  Jnr. 
and  David  as  joint  managing  directors. 

Now  Tony  in  his  retirement  is  a 
daily  visitor  to  our  Club. 

His  release  from  his  previous 
onerous  duties  appears  to  have  re¬ 
juvenated  him,  and,  as  Sol  Green  can 
guarantee,  he  is  the  best  of  company 
in  all  spheres  of  the  Club’s  activities.

Tattersall's  Plate  to  O'Dea
